First of all, congratulations on the news of your 5 th child. My wife is also pregnant and is due 
within days of your due date. I pray that thus far your pregnancy has been as safe and healthy as 
hers. I know that you are a very busy person, so I want to be brief. I have recently learned of 
some shocking statistics that you may or may not be fully aware of. 

Are you aware that in 2006, Alaska ranked #1 in the country for Forcible Rape, and in fact our 
crime rate in this category is almost double the #2 state, meaning we actually rank 1 st , 2 nd and 
likely 3 rd ? Are you also aware Alaska ranks #3 overall in aggravated assault, or that we rank 
#22 in Murder and Manslaughter? Were you aware Alaska ranks #1 8 in overall property crimes 
in the country? Were you aware that in 2004, Alaska was ranked the 7 th highest state for violent 
crime, ahead of California, New York, New Jersey, and 40 other states by the US Census 
Bureau? 

I was born and raised in Alaska, mostly in southcentral. I remember growing up in Eagle River, 
at a time when nobody locked their doors or worried about their children walking to a neighbors 
house. I remember a time when a homicide anywhere in Alaska, including Anchorage, was a 
rare event. I remember a time when people didn't have to check a government database to find 
out how close the nearest sexual predator lived to their homes. Do you remember these good 
times when you were growing up in the valley? 

At the same time that Alaska shamefully leads the majority of other states in these violent crime 
statistics, the Department of Public Safety and DOT Airport Police and Fire Departments have 
lost a total of approximately 96 Troopers and Officers to retirement and resignation. In the past 
3 years, DPS alone has spent hundreds of thousands of dollars in recruitment efforts, with a net 
gain of 3 Troopers. Currently almost 50% of the lateral hires recruited to be State Troopers from 
other agencies have already left DPS, many for their old jobs. Commissioner Monegan stated 
recently he expects to loose an average of 2 Troopers a month for the remainder of this year, 
which is an added 18. I am not a mathematician, however at an average cost of $100,000 to train 
and equip each new State Trooper, plus figuring 33-50% of each departing officers last years pay 
lost due to loss of experience (see report by A0237 Executive Working Group, pg. 3, paragraph 
A). My calculations show that using a low average salary of $50,000 for these 1 1 4 departed 
employees, the loss of these 114 Troopers/officers and replacing them + 3 new Troopers has thus 
far cost the state $4.29 million over the past 4 years. 

I too am a conservative and believe it is imperative that we save for a rainy day. I do not believe 
however, one should put their entire paycheck in the bank and not pay their utility and food 
bills. Gov. Palin, the Troopers within the Department of Public Safety are your food 
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bill, manwhile your family, the citizens of Alaska, are starving! $4.29 million is a lot of money to flush 
down the toilet because some in your administration believe, "if they don't like their pay, they can just 
quit". I ask how much a financial package for Troopers that makes DPS competitive in the job market 
will cost in comparison? 

Governor, next to a healthy economy and adequate schools, Americans as a whole, and Alaskans in 
particular want adequate public safety for their families. You have the unique opportunity to make a 
clear statement to Alaskans and to the rest of the country that you will no longer tolerate this great state 
belonging to the criminals. You can single handedly provide this state the highly trained, dedicated 
State Troopers it needs to change these disturbing statistics. Giuliani did it in New York City, and look 
how popular his still is across the country to this day. 

I intend to be brief, so I will not discuss at length the hazardous conditions that Law Enforcement faces. 
Needless to say, if statisticians used rate of physical injury instead of death rates, commercial crabbers 
would loose the title of most dangerous job. 

As an Alaska State Trooper, I took an oath to serve the people of Alaska. You, in taking office as 
Governor took a similar oath. I am confused as to how the two of us, having both been bom and raised 
in Alaska, and having taken a similar oath, cannot agree on the importance of this issue. I eagerly await 
your response and would be happy to discuss this and other issues with you in any format you prefer.

1. DECLINE IN CONSTRUCTION SPENDING B U ND ToTaFFECT 
WASTE INDUSTRY 

The Commerce Department released statistics confirming what many In 
the waste industry already know: that construction spending In the US is 
falling. In fact, total construction spending fell in January the most in 14 
years, 3.3% below what is was a year ago. Spending fell by 1.7% in 
January alone. Builders slashed spending on residential projects, but the 
weakness spread beyond that ailing sector. There were cutbacks In 
spending on, among other things, hotels and motels, highways and 
various projects by state and local governments. ..Read More » 

2. HOUSE PASSES LEGISLATION TO SUPPORT RENEWABLE 
ENERGY DEVELOPMENT, AGAIN 

In a vote of 236 to 182, the U.S. House of Representatives has passed 
the Renewable Energy and Energy Conservation Tax Act of 2008 (H.R. 
53S1), a bill that would extend much-needed tax benefits to the 
renewable energy Industry, In its current form, H.R. 5351 wou!d extend 
the 30% investment tax credit (ITC) for solar energy and qualified fuel 
cell projects for eight years. It would also extend by three years the 
production tax credit {PTC) for certain renewable energy facilities such 
as wind, biomass, and geothermai, and it would establish a new PTC for 
celluioslc ethanol production. The bill proposed to fund the ITC and PTC 
extensions through reductions in oil subsidies, resurrecting a provision 
removed from the energy legislation that was passed In December

3. WASTE MANAGEMENT SELLS $600 MI LLION *SETiioR~NOTES 
TO REPAY DEBT 

Waste Management Inc. is selling $600 million in senior notes to repay 
other debt and for general corporate purposes. Money from the notes, 
due in 2018, will go to repay borrowings from the company's revolving 
credit facility and to repay $244 million in senior notes that become 
callable in May. The notes have been assigned ratings of BBB by both 
Standard & Poor's and Fitch and Baa3 by Moody's. ..Read More * 

4. SACRAMENTO CITY COUNCIL TO CONSIDER PLASMA 
TECHNOLOGY 

The City Council of Sacramento California voted to enter negotiations 
with Westinghouse Plasma Corp. to possibly build a plasma-arc 
gasification plant that could conceivably dispose of the 146,000 tons of 
waste generated annually by the city. Currently, that waste is hauled to 
Waste Management's giant Lockwood Regional landfill in Sparks, Nev. 
Westinghouse Plasma is a division of Ca/gary, Alberta-based Alter NRG, 
an alternative energy developer. Plasma arcs have been used In research 
and Industry for decades, but have not been deployed for large-scale 
waste disposal, at least in the United States. Westinghouse Plasma 
Corp., which developed the technology, has helped develop waste-to- 
energy plants in Japan, two under development in India, and one which 
. is under development near Tallahassee, Fla... Read More » 

5. RESEARCHERS AT UC DAVIS SEEKING MANURE-f REATM^NT ~ 
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TECHNOLOGIES 

The increasing concern over air and water pollution emanating from 
large beef and dairy farms is leading researchers at the University of 
California in Davis to investigate effective manure-treatment 
technologies. The researchers are collaborating with the California Air 
Resources Board, as well as other regulatory and Industry organizations 
under funding from the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency. As part of 
the study, formally known as the California Dairy Manure Technology 
Review, they are asking vendors to provide scientific and cost data of 
their manure treatment technologies for objective assessment by a panel 
of experts from government, industry, academia and environmental

6. CLEAN HARBORS EARNINGS RISE 45 PERCENT " 

Clean Harbors said that growth in its technical services business helped 
increase fourth quarter earnings by 45% to $16.6 million, or $0.81 per 
share, from $11.4 million, or $0.56 per share, during the same period 
the previous year. Revenue increased 11% to $257.7 million. The news 
even surprised many analysts whom had been expecting earnings of 
about $0.67 per share. Alan McKim, Clean Harbors' chairman and chief 
executive said that an improved product mix helped the company win 
large-scale projects and drive business to its disposal facilities.

(This is for Senators Stevens and Murkowski) 
(also, for Congressman Young) 

Per our discussion last week, I wanted you to see the attached opinion piece by 
Governor Palin published today in the Fairbanks News -Miner. 

As you will note, the op-ed piece discusses several of the issues that you raised last 
week. In my opinion, the op-ed is the most succinct statement of State 
administration policy on earmarks of which I am aware. Hopefully, you will 
conclude as I have that the summary addresses many of your concerns. 

Regarding transportation earmarks, in particular, DOTPF is currently working on a 
comprehensive audit of all pending projects. We will provide this to you when 
finalized. 

In addition, we will be talking with them tomorrow about how to further improve 
communications between the State and local governments concerned about specific 
earmarks. I am hopeful that all of this will inure to everyone's benefit at the federal 
level, as we work with you to address transportation earmarks and to ensure that 
adequate funding is available. 

I very much appreciated our meeting last week. It was important to discuss the 

issues of concern to vou and to identify possible solutions. __._ -L _ , 



Setting the earmarks opinion straight 

Gov. Sarah Palin 

Published Wednesday, March 5, 2008 

I feel compelled to respond to your gross mischaracterization (March 2, "Earful of 
Earmarks") of my position on congressional earmarks. 

I am not among those who have said "earmarks are nothing more than pork projects 
being shoveled home by an overeager congressional delegation." I recognize that 
Congress, which exercises the power of the purse, has the constitutional 
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responsibility to put its mark on the federal budget, including adding funds that the 
president has not proposed. 

Accordingly, my administration has recommended funding for specific projects and 
programs when there is an important federal purpose and strong citizen support. 

This year, we have requested 31 earmarks, down from 54 in 2007. Of these, 27 
involve continuing or previous appropriations and four are new requests. The total 
dollar amount of these requests has been reduced from approximately $550 million 
in the previous year to just less than $200 million. 

I believe this represents a responsible approach to the changing situation in 
Congress. Some misinterpret this as criticism of our congressional delegation. 

In fact, it responds to messages from the Congressional delegation and the Bush 
administration. They have told us that the number of earmarks in the federal 
budget will be reduced and that there must be a strong federal purpose underlying 
each request. 

We have also heard that, wherever possible, earmark requests must be accompanied 
by a state or local match. So, there are state budget consequences that must be 
considered as well when we ask for federal help. 

There is no inconsistency or hypocrisy between my previous statements concerning 
earmarks and the recommendations my administration made to the delegation on 
Feb. 15. Specifically, I said earlier that the state would submit no more than 12 new 
requests, excluding earmarks for ongoing projects and the Alaska National Guard. 
Our recommendations are consistent with my previous comments and recognize the 
new budgetary realities in D.C. 

Further, I applaud the delegation's decision to post all earmark requests. Posting, 
along with other reforms, will help insure the open and transparent public process 
that good government demands. 

Regarding your comments concerning earmarks requested by local governments and 
other Alaska entities, I have never sought to impose my views on their activities. In 
fact, my D.C. office meets with dozens of local governments and others requesting 
earmarks and this interaction has always been cooperative and cordial. 

Each entity must interpret the new realities in D.C. for itself. The final decisions 
about which earmark requests to pursue are made by the congressional delegation 
as our representatives in Congress. 

My role at the federal level is simply to submit the most well-conceived earmark 
requests we can. Of course, since the congressional delegation has told us that they 
expect state or local matches, requests submitted by others may have implications 
for the Alaska Legislature as well. 

As I have said previously, we can either respond to the changing circumstances in 
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Congress or stick our heads in the sand. For better or worse, earmarks, which 
represent only about 1 percent of the federal budget, have become a symbol for 
budgetary discussions in general. 

Unfortunately, Alaska has been featured prominently in the debate about reform. By 
recognizing the necessity for change, we can enhance the state's credibility in the 
appropriations process and in other areas of federal policy. 

One of my goals as governor is making Alaska as self-sufficient as possible. Among 
other things, that means the ability to develop our natural resources in a 
responsible manner. 

However, I am also mindful of the role that the federal government plays in our 
state. The federal budget, in its various manifestations, is incredibly important to 
us, and congressional earmarks are one aspect of this relationship.

ON TO THE BOUSE: Supplemental measure adds up to $4.3 billion.

JUNEAU -- A $4.3 billion supplemental budget is expected to move quickly through the 
Legislature despite its prodigious bulk and unconventional makeup, according to House 
Senate leaders. 



The bill, scheduled for the House Finance Committee on Monday, covers more than 
unanticipated spending in the current fiscal year, which is what's typically found in a 
supplemental budget . 
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It left the Senate bearing a $3.6 billion savings plan, $180 million to cover three years 
of revenue sharing, $300 million in weatherization and energy efficiency rebates and $50 
million in capital projects that were vetoed by Gov. Sarah Palin last year. 



The last item has drawn sharp criticism from Palin, but finance committee co-chairman Rep. 
Kevin Meyer, R-Anchorage, said he doesn't expect that will delay the bill or jeopardize 
its other elements. 



"The supplemental is moving fast, " Meyer said. " (Palin) could choose to veto the capital 
items and everything else could still go forward." 



Meyer said the House committee does plan to swap out some of the Senate projects that may 
not meet Palin' s guidelines for education, safety and transportation infrastructure 
improvements . 



Meyer said $300,000 for a Sitka ball field and $10,000 for a Fairbanks climbing wall 
probably would not survive House scrutiny, while a $10 million expansion of the Port of 
Anchorage and $1.4 million in Juneau airport safety improvements probably would. 



The list also includes traffic improvements in Anchorage, community center renovations in 
rural villages, computer lab upgrades at schools, and water and sewer improvements. 



House and Senate leaders have said they are in general agreement over other key elements 
of the bill, such, as the savings plan, revenue sharing and weatherization grants. 



That bodes well for the more conventional items awaiting critical funding, such as $18.5 
million for senior benefits that lawmakers passed in special session last summer. 



Lawmakers approved income-based monthly payments of $125 to $250 for about 10,000 low- 
income seniors. They did not appropriate the money for it, however, leaving that task for 
the regular session. 



The state has made up the difference with money borrowed from the Adult Public Assistance 
Program. Now that program will be out of money by the end of the month, according to state 
officials. 



Funding for senior benefits, labor contracts and inmate health care are just a few of the 
governor's supplemental requests for the fiscal year that ends June 30. 



Meanwhile, the Senate Finance Committee will take up the House version of the state 
operating budget on Monday. Discussion of the capital budget is expected to begin later in 
the week.

I think we've got some solutions here, I appreciated Mr. Hizich presenting 
me with documents that show Security Service can be provided the First Family, not just 
the Gov, so we got that covered today to arm me against state employees (and school 
district employees, evidently) who've been complaining about any ride provided Willow, 
specifically. 



Bigger issue is number of Security staff. My direction is to reduce even further, as we're 
reducng costs in other areas of state government too.
